The Miners . of East Tennessee 
Again in Arms. 


Another Stockade Burned and the 
Convicts Released. 


THE GUARDS RETIRE WITHOUT FIRING 
A SHOT. 


_—— 


Oliver Springs Camp Found in Ashes 
This Morning-Over Five Hundred 
Prisoners Now Roaming Through 
the Country — The Governor Takes 
Action—Considering the Advisability 
of Calling Out the Militia—Other Places 
to Be Attacked. 


From 4 Staff Correspondent 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn,, Nov. 2.—At1 o’clock 


this morning about two hundred mounted 
men thoroughly organized and armed took 
possession of the convict camp at Oliver 
springs, about thirty miles west of Knox- 
ville, burned the stockade and released 
convicts. Some ofthese were furnished 
with citizens Clothes but most of the long- 
time men are stillin stripes, some of the 
convicts afterwards returning. 

‘oone was hurt and everything is now 
quiet. 

-o quitely was the attack made that the peo- 
ple of the town knew nothing about what 
had happened until6 o’clock this morning, 
when they discovefed that the stockade of 
the lessees Was a mass Of smoking ruins. 

This makes more than 500 penitentiary con- 
ricts turned loose in that locality since Fri- 
dayevening. Your correspondent was in- 
formed this morning that the force of guards 
et Oliver had been largely increased; that am 
sttack upon the stockades was anticipated, 
and that it would be stoutly resisted. It does 
not appear, however, that there was any re- 

sistance at all. 

OTHER ATTACKS PLANNED. 

The wildest rumors prevail, one of which is 
that the miners wili immediately proceed to 
Tracy City and release the convicts there. 
There ig DOW no well-founded evidence of 
this. but no one can tell what the end will be. 

Gov. Buchanan, who arrived in Knoxville 
this morning before the above news was re- 
ceived, has done nothing but issue a proc- 
jamation offering $,000 reward for the capt- 
ure of the ring leader. 

\ttorney-General Pickle heretofore fully 
assisted the State officials upon all legal as- 
peets of the question and it being no part of 
his duty to advise as to the policy of the 
administration nothing of an official 
nature passed between them. Gen, Pickle 
being constantly engaged by his duties in the 
Supreme Court will not be able to extend 
such courtesies as he extended the Governor 
on the former occasion. 

rhe Governor, th addition to the reward 
forthe leader of the mob, has offered a re- 
ward of $25 for each convict captured and re- 
turned to the authorities. 

t is said that two companies of militia will 
be called out to protect the other mines in 
the region south west of Knoxyille. 

ALL WILL BE RELEASED.

ORIGIN OF THE COFFLICT. 


HISTORY OF THE CONVICT LABOR TROUBLES IN 
EAST TENNESSEE. 

The troubles in the Coal Creek mining dis- 
trict began in the middle of last July, when 
an attempt was made to placea lot of con- 
victs with the Tennessee Coal Mining Oo., by 
William Morrow, penitentiary lessee. e 
contract was that as many convicts as were 


needed should be furnished to work in 
the mines at Briceville. Oonvict 
labor is an old. thing in Tennessee, 


but it was new at Briceville, andthe moun- 
taineers objected. But the company claimed 
et along with free 
labor and were enfo to employ the con- 
victs. The contract was concluded early in 
July, and stockades were erected to accom- 
modate the prisoners by about forty white 
convicts—carpenters—sent to prepare for the 
deluge of black convicts destined for the 
mines. July M4, at midnight, about 300 
miners surrounded the convict camp, and 
sent word to the guards that no convict labor 
should be employed in that section, and also 
informed the convicts they might have their 
liberty. The miners took charge of the con 

victs and marched them and the guards to 
Coal Oreek, the railroad station, about five 
miles distant, put them on the cars and 
shipped them back to Knoxville, 

The next day troops were ordered to the 
scene, and soon several hundred convicts 
were in Briceville protected by the militia. 
Again the miners gathered 1,200 or 1,600 
strong, notifying the militia officers that they 
must give up the convicts. The officers par- 
leyed awhile and then surrendered. The 
troops were generously permitted to retain 
their arms, but they were all, convicts and 
soldiers, packed intc box-cars and at ys 
away. he troops promised the miners that 
a would not return. 

The Governor ordered out the whole mill. 
tary of the State and went himself to Knox- 
ville. He met a committee of miners, and 
after several days of parleying yielded to the 
demands of the men, which, considering the 
circumstances, were moderate. In consider- 
ation of the Governor’s promise to convene 
the Legislature and abolish the convict lease 
system, the miners agreed to allow the con- 
victs to go athird time to Briceville and 
enter the mines, but the soldiers must stay 
away. 

THE TRUCE. 

The agreement was in substance: 

1. That the convicts should return to the mines 
and be unmolested. 

1. Tnat the militia be ordered out of the district 
and kept out. 

3. That the truce be maintained sixty days. 

. Thatan extra session of the Legislature be 
called and that the Governor shal] recommend the 
abolition of the con lease system. 

This agreement conciuded, the convicts 
went Dack to work, the miners to their homes 
in the mountains and the militia was dis- 
banded. The Governor received this mes- 
sage from the miners: ‘‘Tell him we pock-: 
eted his militia once; we willchew them up 
the next time.’’ 

True to his promise, the Governor, who is 
really in the heartiest sympathy with the 
miners, convened the Legislature and made 
the recommendations agreed upon. But the 
influence of the coal companies was too 
strong. The Legislature adjourned without 
action on this question, and on the 25th of 
September the truce expired. 

‘hen the Legislature adjourned the whole 
question was reopened and violence was 
freely predicted. he miners had threatened 
to expel or liberate the prisonerstf the law 
did not remove them. But a more temperate 
_— prevailed and instead of carrying «ut 
their threat they appealed to the courts. 
They grounded their case upon the fact that 
the lease of convicts was unconstitutional 
and that they could be detained nowhere but 
in the prisons maintained by the State. The 
lower court sustained this plea but the 
Supreme Court having decided that the 
Brice ville stockades are branch State pris- 
ons the miners have no recourse but to the 
people. Whether the next Legisiature will 
repeal theiew is very doubtful. 


FIRES. 


JERSEY Citr, N. J., Nov. 2.—Fire broke out 
in Lorillard’s bigtobacco factory this morn- 
ing on the top floor of the old brick building 


used as a drying room for tobacco in the first 
process of manufacture. Fifty thousand 
pounds of tobacco were stored there. It was 
worth $10,000, and was totally destroyed. 
The damage by fire to that floor is $10,000, and 
tne damagetothe buildingand floors below 
about $25,000. The lossis entirely covered by 
insurance. The fire was under control at 
noon. One thousand eight hundred giris 
were employedin the factory, and all es- 
caped without injury. It is impossible to 
tell how the fire originated.

A BETTER FEELING. 


The Chilian Matter May Be Adjusted 
Diplomatically. 


OUR NAVAL FORCE IN SOUTHERN 
WATERS TO BE RECRUITED. 


Secretary Blaine Sees England’s Hand in 
the Controversy—Why the ‘“ Thun- 
derer’’ Is Thundering—Parallel Cases 
to the Recent Massacre Recalled— 
Progress of the International Dispute, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—Senor Montt, 
the Chilian Minister, called at the Navy De- 
partment this morning and had a conference 
of nearly an hour with Secretary Tracy. He 
calied on Secretary Blaine atthe State De- 
partment, accompanied by Secretary Tracy. 
His interview with Mr. Blaine was very brief, 
lasting but fifteen minutes, and its nature 
could not be learned. Secretary Tracy 
would not say anything regarding 
either conference, but stated that 
there was nothing new or alarming in the 
Chilian situation. While the nature of Senor 
Montt’s visit tothe State and Navy Depart- 
ments could not be ascertained, it is believed 
he called to assure Secretary Blaine that his 
investigation of the Valparaiso tragedy asked 
for by this Government was being pushed as 
rapidly and as thoroughly as possible, and 
that a report on the matter would be made at 
the earliest possible moment. Indications 
here are that the matter is being quietly and 
diplomatically handled and no trouble ts ex- 
pected. 


The flagging interest in the Chilian affair 
was revived in a measure by this visit. He 
came about 10:30 and remained with Secre- 
tary Tracy foran hour. Meanwhile, messen- 
gers had been sent to the Department of 
State who reported that Secretary Blaine was 
with the President at the White House. 
The Secretary of State arrived at the 
State Department about 11:30 o’clock anda 
messenger promptly notified Secretary Tracy 
who immediately me Senor Montt to 
Secretary Biaine’s office. The two Secretaries 
and the Chillian Minister were closeted for 
just fifteen minutes and then Senor Montt re- 
turned to the legation. Of course it is impos- 


sible to learn officially the object of 
Senor Montt’s visit. There was 
some comment upon the call upon 


Secretary Tracy as foreign ministers observ- 
antof the official proprieties usually trans- 
actany business they may have with the 
Government to which they are accredited 
solely through the Secretary of State. The 
departure from the usual practice by Senor 
Montt to-day is accounted for on the ground 
of inexperience in diplomatic formalities. 

There is reason to believe that Senor 
Montt’s visit has reference to the inquiry now 
being made at Vaiparaiso into the assault 
upon the Baltimore’s saliors, and that in be- 
half ofthe Chillan Government he sought to 
secure the testimony of some of the American 
saliors, as contained inthe report of Capt. 
Schley’s board of officers. As the Chilian in- 
quiry is being conducted in secrecy, and as 
Capt. Schley was not permitted to have any of 
his officers present during the examina- 
tion of the arrested American sailors, the 
United States Government has felt bound to 
decline to permitits sailors to give further 
testimony. If, however, the conduct of the 
investigation is changed and the proceedings 
are made puvlic to the world, Capt. Schley 
will allow testimony to be taken by the Chil 
lan authorities aboard his vessel, or will 
send his sallorsashore totestify, in his de- 
sire to establish the truth. 

Secretary Tracy to-day said that there was 
no warrant for sensational, war-like dis- 
patches at thistime. The United States Gov- 
ernment has requested an investigation of 
the assault upon the Baltimore’s sallors; an 
investigation was being made, and nothing 
could be done until the results were known. 


He saw no reason for any ap- 
prehension in the minds of 
the American public. The Secretary’s 


view is evidently shared by the officials of 
the Department of State, who look with 
amusement upon what they regard as clum- 
sily di-guised efforts of acertain element in 
the English press to foment serious trouble 
between the United States and Chili in an 
effort toundo the advance made toward the 
establishment of ciose political and trade 
relations between the United Statesand the 
South American Republics by the Pan-Amer- 
ican conference and its correlative move- 
ments. 

Ihe Ordnance Bureau announced this 
morning that in four months the harbor de- 
fense vessel, the Monterey, now being built 
at San Francisco, will be quite ready for ser- 
vice. She now lacks her guns and armor. 
The former are finished at the foundry ip 
thiscity, and one of the two 12-inch rifles 
will be tested this week at Indian 
Head. The other will soon be ready. The 
armor plates are being delivered and tested. 
The Yonterey will,in the opinion of the naval 
authorities, be the most formidable craft in 
the American navy, with the possible ex- 
ception of the monitor Puritan, which is also 
nearing com pietion. 

Senor Pedro Montt, the Chilian Minister, 
will leave Washington to-night for 
New Orlerns, to be gone until 
next week. He declined this afternoon 
to say anything respecting his visit to the 
State and Navy departments, but expressed 
the belief that matters were progressing sat- 
isfactoriiy, and again deprecated the pubil- 
cation of censational and trouble-breeding 
stories.

Developments in the Chili quarrel may 
then lead to one or both of the vessels being 
ordered to Valparaiso. Ifthisbe not neces- 
sary and if no other complications arise, it is 
quite likely that the Keasarge will follow 
sailing orders issued some weeks ago. These 
are to sall among the West Indies and call at 
points touched by Columbus.

Stern’s business has brought him in contact 
with the leading men in the political and

**To understand their exact feelings just 
now,’’ said Mr, Stern, **it must be remem- 
bered that the governing and influential 
class of the oT. people is as well educated, 
as cultivated and as shrewd every whit as the 
Americans. Most of them were educated in 
Europe, and Paris is their Mecca. They have 
a clear comprehension of the extent and 
power of the United States, and know just as 
weli as we do that a war would be suicidal 
for them in point of governmental policy.

The day of the landing the San 
Francisco, commanded by Admiral Brown, 
was in Valparaiso Bay, also the Esmeralda 
and the Cochrane, vessels of the insurgents. 
The San Francisco suddenly steamed towards 

ulntero ana refused to answer the signals of 
the Esmeralda, which passed by four times. 
Admiral Brown ran close to the insurgents’ 
landing place and cruised about, gaining a 
complete knowledge of the strength of the 
insurgents. He refused to receive a little 
boat sent out by an insurgents’ vessel close 
by to pay him the usualcompliments. After 
gaining complete information the San Fran- 
cisco steamed at once for Valparaiso. 
Upon arriving an officer was sent ashore, who 
went immediately to Balmaceda’s palace. 
That night the Valparaiso papers came out 
with complete information of the strength 
of the insurgents, crediting it to the United

Indications Point to a Big Vote at To- 
morrow’s Election. 


THE PEOPLE AROUSED AND READY TO 
SELECT GOOD MEN. 


Misleading Circulars Sent Out by Design- 

ing Parties to Influence Unsuspecting 

‘ Yoters—The District Contests Re- 

viewed—O’Connor, O’Connell, Bosley 

and Gibbons on the Political Tobog#an 

Slide—Both Central Committees Claim 
the Victory—Oampaign Matters. 


The School Board election takes place to- 
morrow and to-day the Central Committee 
and candidates are busily engaged getting 
matters in readiness for the battle at the 
polis. <A large vote is looked for and exciting 
times are anticipated in some of the Gistricts. 
The registration is in the neighborhood fof 
80,000 and 4t is estimated that the vote will 
reach 35,000. The estimate is based on the 
widespread interest in the welfare of the 


- schools aroused by the expose of the doings 


of the present board, Usually there is little 
interest taken in school elections, and this 
explains why O’Conor, Bosley, Cudmore and 
others of the present board, have had such 
easy times in the past, getting into 
that organization, This year the 
sentiment is exceedingly bitter against 
the ringsters, and the indications point to 
their overthrow by a big majority. To 
bring about this result the friends of the 
schools must be sure to vote and they must 
perform that duty early, as there is danger 
that some repeaters will be abroad to per- 
form that duty for them, ifthey letit go un- 
til it is too late. 
LOOK OUT FOR REPEATERS. 

Some of the toughest political strikers in 
the city are enlisted in behalf of 
Cudmore in the Ninth District, and Bosley in 
the Eleventh. Both of these directors are ex- 
ceedingly anxiousto get back to the board 
andthey have their workers out getting 
things in shape forthem. Reports in both of 
these districts show that ‘‘queer work’’ will 
be attempted by the hired strikers. Chief 
Harrigan understands the situation and will 
have officers detailed in civilians’ clothes to 
watch forthe fraudulent voters and those 
who attempt to vote them. 

THE AT-LARGE TICKETS. 

Roth of the Central Committees claim the 
victory to-day. Chairman Kstes of the Dem- 
ocratic committee predicts the election of 
the Democratic ticket by a majority of 5,000, 
and Acting Chairman Davis of the Silk Stoek- 
ing Committee says the Addington Hall 
ticket will sweep the city by from 
8,000 to 5,000. Some of the candi- 
dates have made personal campaigns, whiie 
others have left it all to the committees. 

The Republicans are somewhat rattled at 
Gen. Smith’s refusal toserve ifelected. His 
name is still on the ticket and Secretary 
Player says it will haveto stay, because it is 
too late to make a change. 
Executive Committeeman Wolcott said 
to-day: ‘‘Gen. Smith will be elected, with the 
rest of the ticket, and if he persists in his re- 
fusal to serve the newly organized board 
may select his successor.

PARTISANS’ GUESSWORK AS TO THE 
RESULT WIDELY APART. 


The Ohio Campaign Will Bring Out Every 
Vote—Hamilton Oounty the Turning 
Point—Fiower a Good Favorite in New 
YVork—Boies’ Splendid Canvass Gives 
Iowa Democrats Hope. 


CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 2.—The stirring polit- 
ical campaign in Ohio for 1891 is practically 
Closed, and the voters will be left to make up 
their minds according to the light they have. 
A Closing meetingin this city will be held 
to-night in Music Hall by the Democrats and 
will be addressed by Gov. Campbell and by 
Senator John G. Oarlisie of Kentucky. A few 
other meetings are announced throughout 
the State, but active politicians usually pre- 
fer to devote the last day and night before 
election to more practical work than public 
speeches. 

The hour for estimates and conjectures 
about the result has nowcome. From the 
headquarters of the Democratic Committee 
it ig said a claim has been made that Gov. 
Campbell will receive a plurality of 10,000 
votes. This is based on the assertion that 
the opposition to him in Hamilton County, 
which was so pronounced in the beginning 
of the campaign, has largely melted away, 
until now, it is claimed, he will carry even 
Hamilton County by a thousand majority. 
On the other hand the Chairmanof the Re- 
publican State Committee claims a plurality 
for McKinley of 20,000. This estimate makes 
McKinley carry Hamilton County by 8,500. 

As to the Legislature, the claims of. the two 
leading parties are about in the same pro- 
portion. The Republicans expect to elect 
twenty of the thirty-one Senators and sixty- 
five to seventy of the 107 Representatives. 

The returns will undoubtedly be slow in 
getting tothe pnblic. The new voting law 
means innumerable questions and discus- 
sions among the necessarily inexperienced 
judges and clerks, and asthe names or all the 
candidares of all the parties are on each 
ballot, a much longer time will be necessary 
for their examination. There were 2,493 vot- 
ing precincts in the State last year. That 
number is increased possibly to 2,600 this 
year. The comparison will be made with the 
vote for Secretary of State in 1890, when 
Ryan, Republican, had a plurality of 10,969. 

Gov. Campbell will arrive in this city at 
6:30 this evening from Eaton, where he spoke 
this afternoon, and will be met at the depot 
by the local campaign committee. He will De 
escorted to Music Hall, where. with Senator 
Carlisle, he will speak, closing the Demo- 
cratic campaign in Ohio. The Governor is 
expected to have some hotshot to hurl into 
the camp ofthe enemy at the last moment, 
as he did at the windup of the last campaign. 
He will devote considerable attention tothe 
workingmen. Both Democrats and Repub- 
cans are confident of victory on Tuesday. 
There are four tickets in the fleld for Gov- 
ernor, and the result of the election in this 
State is uncertain owingto the new election 
law. Bets are slightly in favor of McKinley’s 


election, but no money has been posted as to 
his plurality.

BOTH PARTIES HAVE MARSHALED ALL THEIR 
FORCES—THE TICKETS. 

CoLtumBpus, O., Nov. 2.—Both parties are in 
trim for the great contest to-morrow between 
McKinly and Campbell. There are other 
State officers as well as numerous members 
of the Legislature to be elected, but the ight 


has been largely concentrated on the heads 
of the two tickets, although a vote will be 
taken upon a proposed amendment to the 
constitution, providing for uniformity of tax- 
ation and the question of holdinga conven- 
tion torevise the constitution of the State.

In addition to the returns furnished by the 
Western Union Telegraph Co., both the Re- 
publican and Democratic State Committees 
willrecetve private telegrams from every 
county seatin the State. The Republican 
State Committee has secured the Clty Hall 
for election night, and at that place they 
will hear the returns. Special wires will be 
run into the hallfor the accommodation of 
the committee and the newspapers. The 
ee will receive returns at Wirthwain 

all. 

Chairman Neal of the Democratic State 
Executive Cqmmittee assured a United Press 
reporter this’ morning that he felt more than 
ever confideut that Gov.

MAVERICK BANK. 


Boston’s Leading Financial Institution 
Closed Up. 


A LOSS OF OVER $2,000,000 TO MAKE 
GooD. 


Other Banks Coming to the Rescue—Belicef 
in Money Ciroles in New York [hat the 
Embarrassment Is Only Temporary— 
Causes That Led to the Closing of the 
Doors. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 2.—The doors of the 
Maverick Bank bore two notices this morn- 
ing. One read: ‘‘Closed by order of National 
Bank Examiner Ever.’’ 

Immediately beneath was the foliowing: 

‘‘Notes due at this bank to-day will be 
found at the Second National Bank.’’ 

Two policemen stood onthe steps at the 
Water Congress street entrance, but had lit- 
tle todo, as there was no excitement, and 
but few people seeking entrance to the bank- 
ing rooms. 

Mr. Lewis Lombard, Second Vice-President 
and Eastern manager of the Lombard In- 
vestment Co., says that the deposit of the 
company in the Maverick Bank 
was immaterial and that the con- 
cern would not be affected by the 
suspension of the bank, except so faras to 
cause a little temporary inconvenience in the 
matter of keeping accounts, All customers 
who held checks on the Maverick Bank on re- 
turn ofthe same would be given checks on 
other banks in which the Lombard company 
has deposited. Several such checks were 
presented this morning and redeemed. The 
different national banks will immediately call 
a meeting of directors to ratify the vote 
of the Clearing-House Association. Arrange- 
ments will soon be made that checks against 
depositors in the Maverick National Bank 
still be honored at some convenient 
bank where the committee will make its 
headquarters. The losses of the Mayverick 
National Bank are estimated at upwards of 
$2,000,000, which wipes out the reported sar- 
plus and undivided profits of $1,000,000, the 
capital of $400,000 and all of the 100 per cent 
assessment that shareholders may be called 
u pon to contribute. 

As Bearly a majority of the bank shares 
were’owned by President Potter, some of 
which he haa pledged with savings banks, 
etc., itis doubtful ifthe full assessment can 
be collected. The depositors, however, 
should only lose a fraction of their deposits. 
Tye irregularities of the Maverick Bank ex- 
tend back oOvera Fe of more than two 
years. President Billings says that when he 
was Bank aminer 
the bank was sound, excep 
for the fault of over-loading 
or doing too much business upon its capital, 
Cashier Eddy quietly resigned from the 
bank several years ago. While the law re- 
quires eleven directors for a 
bank and the Comptroller of 
the Currency notifies banks with 
nine directors to fill their vacancies, the 
Maverick Bank hag never filled its board va- 
canciles, except to maintain the existence of 
the bank by having five directors, but 
all,save one or two of the five, were 
practically dummies.

I don’t 
see that with the great prosperity 
of the country and the general excellent out- 
look that any failure of a small isolated Bos- 
ton bank could iInflagence the banks of the 
markets of a great city like this, I donot 
think it will have any effect on the loan mar- 
ket. The amount of loanable funds in the 
banks here is largely in excess of the demand, 
as shown by the condition of the money mar- 
ket the past week. Possibly there may be a 
movement of money toward Boston this week 
to strengthen the other banks there, but the 
banks of New York can readily part witha 
very largesum of money. Thesuspension may 
be ag | feit on the Stock Exchange, but it 
willnot beof any moment. The disaster, I 
take it, is purely local, due entirely to bad 
banking management, and it will not 
be felt anywhere butin New England. Pres- 
ident George F. Baker of the First National 
Bank of this city, which is the'correspondent 
of the Maverick Bank, wasin Boston yester- 
day. Cashier Ebenezer Scofield said last 
evening that he had not heard that the Ma- 
verick Bank was in trouble. The Maverick 
had on Friday about $500,000 to its credit with 
the First National. Sincethen the Maverick 
had drawn very little on its account. 

President Baker returned from Boston on 
the 9 o’clock train last evening, and was 
driven at once to the house of Mr. Moore of 
the ee firm of Moore & Schley. He was 
there until nearly midnight. Whena re- 
porter saw him afterwards and asked about 
the suspended bank he asked in turn: ‘‘Has 
it been suspended?’’ ‘‘So.’’ Finally he said 
that the failure would not hurt the First 
National, and he did not know whether it 
would hurt any other bank or not. He saw 
no reason why it should. 

‘*The immediate. cause of the disaster,’’ 
said a New York banker, ‘‘was the shortage 
of $490,000 that Evans owed the Maverick and 
that was lost by his failure. News of that 
spread and caused a run by the depositors.

This petition was not only signed before 
the exposure of his ‘*furnace racket,’’ but 
was signed with a distinct understanding 
that it was not an indorsement of him for 
re-election, and would not commit the 
signers to his support or imply that any of 
them were going to vote for him. The 
probability isthat a very large majority 
of the eighty signers will vote to-morrow 
against the re-election of any member of 
the present School Board. 

In a printed circular to the voters of the 
Twelfth District O’ConNok prints in large 
letters the names of such of the signers as 
live in his district (twenty-one in number), 
and without daring to assert that they 
support him and approve his ‘‘furnace 
racket,’’ tries to leave that impression on 
the mind of the reader. This list includes 
the names of some of the most outspoken 
and earnest opponents of O’CoNNOR, and 
we have reason to believe that two-thirds 
or three-fourths of them will vote against 
him.

But 
the School Board boodlers who are seeking 
re-election not only accept the taint of 
boodleism, but stand upon a boodle plat- 
form and shamelessly ask citizens to 
indorse their confessed dishonesty 
in the past and afford them 
further opportunity to dishonor public 
office and rob the treasury of the public 
schools. They have not even the decency 
to assume the virtues which they do not 
possess, but with the cynical effrontery of 
acknowledged rascals attempt to make the 
voters of the city the abettors of official 
villainy,

Two years ago, when only 18,000 voters

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SCHOOL DIRECTORS WHO HAVE-BEEN RECREANT TO THE 
TRUST THEY ACCEPTED FROM THE PEOPLE. 
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The Manner in Which the Ringsters Laid Themselves Liable to 
Indictment Succinctly Set Forth. 


CASES FOR THE GRAND-JURY. 


When School Directors for the re- 
sponsible office for which they have been 
elected by the votes of the people of St. 
Louis, they take the following solemn oath: 

‘‘I solemnly swear, or affirm, that I will 
support the Constitution of the United States 
and the State of Missour!, and the rules and 
regulations of the Board of President and 
Directors of the St. Louis Public Schools, and 
that I will faithfully demean myself in office 
as School Director to the best of my Khowl- 
edge and ability, so help me God,’’ 

This oath is administered to incoming df- 
rectors by the President of the School Board, 
and the occasion is one which, in view of the 
grave responsibilities and duties attaching 
to the office of School Director, 1s not without 
a certain element of solemnity in the assump- 
tion of such a trust under oathto secure its 
proper fulfillment. 

Thisis the oaththat wastaken by School 
Director Edward J. O’Oonnor when he went 
into the School Board, 

School Director Alex Cudmore held up his 
right hand to heavenand bound himself to 
be a faithful guardian of public school inter- 
ests under that oath, ‘‘so help him, God,’’ 

President Charles F. Miller, when he ac- 
cepted the position of School Director, placed 
that oath on record against himself in the 
event of failure to loyally perform the duties 
of the office ‘‘to the best of his knowledge 
and abllity.’’ 

School Director John W. O’Connell was 
also bound by that oath to be a faithful 
director of the School Board. 

E. M. Bosley swore also, ‘‘so help him 
God,’’ that he would support ‘‘the rules and 
regulations of the Board of President and 
Directors of t..e St. Louls Public Schools.’’ 

School Director Gibbons took the same 
oath, and all the remaining members of the 
board stood solemnly pledged to the people 
who elected them to faithfully perform the 
duties of their positions to the Dest of their 
knowledge and ability, ‘‘so help them God!’’ 

How has this oath been kept by the men 
composing the present Board of President 

irectors of the St, Louis Public Schools? 

Rule 8 of the Scnool Board rules and reg- 
ulations, which these School Directors swore 
to support, reads as follows: 


Rule 86. No mewber of the board of President 
and Directors of the st. Louis Public Schools, or any 
officer oremploye of the board shall be directly or in- 
directly interested in contracts tor building or repair- 
ing school-houses, or in furnishing supp les to the 
schools or to the board; and whenever, in the judg- 
mentof the President, reliable information shail 
have been received that an director has 
become 60 interested, he shall noti the board of 
such fact, and convene it, assoon as practicable, to 
hear and determine the same; and if, by a two-thirds 
vote of the board, he be found so interested, js 
seatshali be declared vacant, and the President 
shall issue a proclamation for an election to fill the 
vacancy.

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O'CONNELL AND O'CONNOR. 


For eighteen years John W. O’Connell, the 
painter, has been a director of the pubiic 
schools of 8t. Louls. During that time there 
have arisen many stories about Director 
O’Connell accounting for the devotion to 
public school interests which led him to give 
s0 great a portion of his life to a service 
for which he received no remuneration. 
These stories, arising from time to 
time, and especially within the 
past two years under the regime of the 
‘present board, have charged that Director 
O’Connell, as a painter, found it profitable to 
remain in the School Board without a salary, 
and that his business interests were largely 
aided by his School Board directorate. 
Especially was it charged, in these stories, 
that as Chairman of the Bullding Committee, 
Director O’Connell hada ‘‘cinch,’ on school 
painting contracts and specifications un- 
equalled by any other of the numerous 
‘*rackets’’ so successfully practiced by other 
directors. But despite the existence of these 
stories, it hasheretofore been impossible to 
secure evidence proving conclusively that 
Director O’Connell was tnterested in paint- 
ing work done on the schools, or that he used 
his position and influence as School Director 
to further hisown business interests. The 
stories alone were in existence, account- 
ing for the willingness with which Director 
O’Connell gave sO much of his supposedly 
valuable time to School Board work. 

THE Post-DisPpaTcH is to-day enabled to 
present testimony which bears strongly upon 
the cage of Director O’Connell. That testi- 
mony is the evidence of two credible wit- 
nesses, and it shows, apparently, that in his 
attention to School Board interests, Director 
O’Connell has not by any means neglected 
his own personal and business interests. 
This evidence is submitted to the people to- 
day so that intelligent action on Director 
O’Connell’s case may be taken at the polis to- 
morrow. 

STORY OF ANDERSON BROS. 

Andersoa Bros., contractors, are now en- 
gaged upon the construction of the new 
Polytechnic Building. They are also suing 
the School Board for damages sustained 
through being refused the contract for. build- 
ing the new High School, they being the 
lowest bidders. The history of the Anderson 
case bears strongly upon O’Connell’s record. 

The Andersons made two bids forthe High 
School work, both lower than any others. 
The first bid was for $236,000, which was $2,100 
lower than any other competitor. While the 
contracts were pending O’OConnell, accord: 
ing to the Andersons’ statements, came 
to them and handed them a 
bid for the painting in the 
name of McGreevy & Co., intimating, 
it is statea, that ifthe Anderséns knew what 
was good for them they would give McGreevy 
the sub-contract for the painting. 

The Anderson Bros. told O’Connell that 
McGreevy’s bid was consiierably higher than 
other bids and that they would not enter 
into any arrangements. That lost 
the Andersons the contract, for they 
state that O’Connel!l got new bids called for 
onthe point that the lowest bid exceeded 
the appropriation. New bids were invited, 
the specifications calling for cheaper mate- 
riai. This time Anderson Bros. were a 
the lowest bidders, their bid being $196,965. 
The next highest bidder was contractor Keefe, 
and he got the contract, for he promised, it 
is stated, to eve the painting job to O’Con- 
nell, that is, McGreevy.

loops and claws; alsotwo pear-shaped pearls 
aslarge as filberts, two smaller diamonds 
and some brooches. 

When the property was missed Maj. Har- 

eaves commupnicated with the police and 

iscovered that tre jewels were sold to 
Messrs. Spink & Sons on the 19th of February. 
The jewelers alle that they were in the 
habit of buying jewels, and that those in 
question were purchased in the ordinary way 
in the market. 

Photographs of different people who have 
been staying with the Hargreaves family were 
shown to Mr, John Spink, who identified one 
_ ~ gs as that of the lady who sold the 

ewels. 

The police have been instructed not to take 
criminal proceedings, as the point at issue 
between the parties was whether the sale 
was a sale in open market, and upon that de- 
pended whether the plaintiff was entitled to 
recover or not. 

Mr, John Spink said that the lady who sold 
the jewels was rather over the medium 
height, about 256 years of age and looked like 
a@ person likely to own much’ property.

> THE FLAMES. 


‘The Dry Season Imperils Thousands of 
Acres of Land—Heavy Losses in Fences, 
izing as Fire Fehters—Running Fire 
Guards—Don’t Burn the Leaves. 


‘SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 2.—The drouth that 
has prevailed in all parts of the State has 
seriously inteferred with planting and plow- 
ing, but from many counties come reports of 
@ more serious danger. At this season of the 
year, where, in woodland tracts, the ground 
is covered with dead leaves, it has long been 
the habit to burn over the ground. Under 
ordinary circumstances this is not only unat- 
tended with danger but is beneficial, but at 
presentanything of the kind should be most 
carefully avoided. Everything combustible 
-is as dry as tinder, and only a spark 

is meeded to set large tracts ablaze. 

The destruction already done by fires 

amounts to tens of thousands of dollars, and 

every @ay renders the peril of further loss 
more imminent. 
IN CONSTANT DANGER. 

In many places, especially in bottom lands 
where leaves, straw and dried grass are 
abundant, the farmers have combined to 
form regular fire guards and to act in unison 
whenever a fire appéars. Stringent rules 
have been informally adopted against kind- 
ling fires in any place where there is a likell- 
hood of their spreading, and some have, 
with their plows, run regular fire-guards 
along their fence lines. The numbers 
of fences destroyed by fire. has 
been very large, thougands of tons 
of hay have been consumed, and nota few 
houses have been destroyed. Seldom has the 
danger from fire threatened the farmers in 
so serious @ manner, and al] should be on the 
watch to prevent further losses. Fields in 
the vicinity of railroad tracks should be 

‘watched with peculiar care, as some of the 

-most disastrous confiagrations have been 
started by sparks from locomotives. The 
brisk winds that have been prevalent have 

- done much to increase the losses. The burn- 
ing leaves and sparks are earried for great 
distances, and only the utmost vigilance has 
prevented much greater disasters than 
those which have occurred. 

In many partsof the State the next crop 
has been entirely destroyed, and in this 
direction the effects of the prices of this fall 
will be felt for several years to come. There 
is a silver lining to the cloud, although a thin 
one. Incertain sections the field mice have 
increased to an extent which renders them a 
veritable pest. The fires have destroyed 
thousands of these objectionable little 
animals, greatly tothe relief of the farmers. 
Untila general rain, the greatest vigilance 
alone will prevent extensive distruction of 
property.

THE TILDEN WILL. 
Mrs. Hazard Complimented on Her Great 
; Generosity. 

NEw Yor«, Nov. 2.—William A. Hazard, 
the husband of Laura C. Hazard, whose com- 
promise or gift of $2,000,000 to the Tilden trust 
will result in the establishment of a free 
library in New York, was the recipient of 
several complimentary letters yesterday. 
The writers commented on Mrs. Hazard’ 
generosity, and several of the letters con-. 


tained references showing that Mrs. Hagard’s 
wish to car out Mr. Tilden’s mténtions 
were noes to the writers for many months 

st. Mr. Hazard showed a letter written by 

cretary Tucker of the Philadelphia Board 
of Trade, in which the writer spoke of Mrs, 
Hazard’s often expressed intention to turn 
over the greater portion of hershare of the 
Nene es to the Tilden trust in case the will was 

roken. 

**I do not know what the other heirs will 
do in this matter,’’ said Mr. Hazard. ‘‘Mrs, 
Hazard has talked with them and with the 
executors at various times during the five 

ears of litigation, but the talks ve only 

en ofa general nature. Ithink I can sa 
one thing, however—that the money turne 
over to the Tilder trust wili go toward the 
establishment of a library, and nothing but a 
library. There will be no classes in type- 
writing or English grammar or carpentry or 
blacksmithing. It will bea Tilden library, 
pure and simple. I can’t say whether the 
trustees will want to locate it in Gramercy 
Park or not, but Isuppose not. That prop- 
erty is very valuable and ifsold would buy a 
good many books. 

‘‘The executors have had no conference 
with Mrs. Hazard since the decision was 
made known, but I have no doubt that she 
will be consulted when they come to lay out 
the money. Her idea, as gained from fre- 
quent conversations with Mr. Tilden at Grey- 
stoneand Gramercy Park, isthat of a mag- 
nificent free library, larger andfiner than 
anything in New York, but without an eduta- 
tional annex similar to the classes at 
Cooper Unton.’’ 

There has been some discussion as tothe 
executors’ right to make thecompromise with 
Mrs. Hazard. It was said: *‘What right had 
the executors to bargain with one of their 
wards—Mrs. Hazard—to her disadvantage and 
to the advantage of another ward, the den 
trust? What right had they to pay Mrs. 
Hazard $1,000,000 of the money which Mr. 
Tilden had left in trust to them for the 
benevolent purpose which he contemplated? 
Could such a bargain stand in law if the 
ward, who lost $2,000,000 by it, disputed its 
validity?’’ 

Mr. Hazard answered these questions for 
his wife very readily yesterday. 

‘‘lam no lawyer,’’ he said, ‘‘andI cannot 
discuss the legal aspect of those queries with 
you. ButI can tell you very quickly how 
they will be disposed of. My wife will never 
sue the executors. It has been her intention 
ever since the will was probated that the 
major portion of what would be her share 
had Mr. Tilden died intestate should be de- 
voted towards the establishment and main- 
tenance of a free library.’’ 

Mr. Tilden’s country place two miles 
north of Yonkers, and Known as Greystone, 
is valued at $500,000. It was rented for two 
years after his death, but is in the hands of a 
caretaker now.

WORTHLESS BONDS. 


Judge Thayer Declares $200,000 of 
8. L., C. &K. C, Bonds Valueless. 


THE COMPANY DID NOT COMPLY WITH 
THE LAW IN ISSUING THE SECURITIES. 


Holders of the Securities Will Lose Large 
Sums—Judge Thayer Intimates That 
Recourse May Be Had Against the 
Road—An Important Decision Affect- 
ing Large Interests. 


Judge Thayer handed down an important 
decision to-day in the case of the Farmers’ 
loan & Trust Co. of New York against 
the Forest Park & Central Railroad Oo., and 
the 8t. Louis, Colorado & Kansas City Rail- 
road, in which he declares an issue of $700,000 
worth of bonds, $200,000 worth of which 
were sold, to be void. The Forest Park & 
Central Railroad and the Sst. Louis, 
Colorado & Kansas City Railway 
are the same, the Forest Park road having 
been purchased by the latter company, which 
is now @ part of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe system. 

The Forest Park & Central railway was in- 
corporated in 1877 with a capital stock of 
$50,000. 

. INCREASE OF STOCK. 

It extended from - Forsythe Junction 
to Clayton. In 1580 $50.000 worth of bonds 
were issued, being the full amount of the 
value of the road. The road was subse- 
quently extended to Union, Neb., and in 1882 
it was decided by a vote of the directors to 
increase the capital stock to $1,000,000 and to 
issue bonds to the amount of $700,000. The 
bonds were issued and $200,000 worth 
ofthem sold. The Farmers’ Loan & Trust 
Co. of New York is trustee for the bonds. 

or to the issue of the bonds 
debts were incurred for work done 
onthe road. which was sold under a me- 
chanics’ lien, and it wasthus that it passed 
into possession of the Sst, Louis, Colorado & 
Kansas City Co.

A copy of the resolutions to increase 
the capital stock was not filea with 
the Secretary of State, it ts held, 
until five years had elapsed, nor 
was the fee required by the statute 
to be paid into the State Treasury paid in at 
Both requirements were later at- 
tended to, but the court holds that the issue 


of the bonds could not be made valida by any 


subsequent action. The court dismisses the 
bill asking for a foreclosure of the mortgage. 
Judge Thayer states that the uestion 
of whether «the holders oO the 
worthless bonds can have recourse against 
the road,is not a matter before the court,ana 
hence does not pass on it. |

New York, Nov. 2.—The New York WorRLD 
has provided a novel plan to signal election 
returns on to-morrow night. On Tuesday 
night the very earliest election returns will 
be displayed conspicuously by the WoRLD on 
bulletin boardsin front of the WORLD offices 
in this city, Brooklyn and Harlem. That isa 
matter of course and hardly worthy of special 
mention. 

But there area good many thousands of 


people who will want toknow the results 
who will be unable to see these boards.

A FATAL HUNT. 


Claude Hutchins Kills Himself Getting 
His Gun Out of a Wagon. 

Claude Hutchins died at his home, 7723 
Ivory avenue, early this morning of a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by himself yesterday 
morning while out hunting.

overcoat and the sideboard and the gun was 
discharged. Mutchins was holding the gun in 
his right hamd at the time, with the barrel 
about four inches from his left shoulder. 
The charge of powder and shot struck 
him in the left breast near the left shoulder 
and torea large hole inhis body. The shot 
crushed the bones and imbedded his clothing 
in the wounds. His companions hurried 
home with him and Dr. Starklofgfm was 
called in. He extracted thirty small 
shots and did all he could to relieve 
the young man, but Hutchins sank steadily 
alinight and died early this morning. The 
Coroner will hold an inquest to-day. 

This is the second death of the kind since 
the opening of the hunting season. Three 
weeks ago young Allison White acci- 
dently § shot and killed himself in 
St. Louis County while out hunting alone and 
his body was not found until a week later. 
From the position of the gun itappears that 
he was trying to pull it througha worm rail 
fence, when it went off and filled his ieft side 
with shot.

Legal Proceedings Which May Result 
in Her Release. 


OBJECT OF THE SUIT AGAINST 
INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


REAL 


The Case Will Be Reopened and New 
Evidence of the Woman’s Innocence 


of the Crime of Poisoning Her Hus- 
band Submitted—The Suit Begins in 
London To-Day—Interest in America. 


Lowpon, Nov. 2.—In the Oourt of Appeals 
the Ma) brick case was commenced to-day, 
Sir Charles Russell, Q. C., who was Attorney- 
General under Mr. Gladstone’s last hdminis- 
tration, said In his opening argument that 
the appeal raised a most important 
question. The plaintiffs for whom he 
appeared were the executors of the 
late Mr. Maybrick, who bad effected an 
insurance of $10,000 with the defendants, 
an insurance company, in favor of his 
wife, Mrs. Florence E. Maybrick, now con- 
fined in Woking Jalil. The defendants, 
counsel said, had paid on account $1,000 of 
the amount claimed, but they refused to pay 
the remaindet, In support of this refusal, 
he said, the defendants submitted that the 
conviction of Mrs. Maybrick was not con- 
clusive. 

Continuing, Sir Charles Russell said that on 
the contrary, the plaintiffs submitted that 
the fact that the sentence was commuted was 
not evidence of innocence, The real question, 
he claimed, was whether Mr, Maybrick, hav- 


ing effected a policy in favor of his wife, and 

whether,assuming that he died at her hands, 

this was any answer to the executors’ claims. 

The ex-Attorney-General then proceeded to 

cite authorities in favor of his contention. 
ORIGIN OF THE APPEAL. 

The present appeal grew out of the judg- 
ment given on July 2, last, in the action 
brought in the interest of Mrs. Maybrick 
against an insurance association to recover 
the sum of $10,000 insurunce upon her 
husband’s life. The court then de. 
cided that as Mrs. Maybrick had 
been convicted of having murdered her 
husband, she could not recover the amount 
for which his life was insured, as his death 
was caused by the prisoner for whose benefit 
the action was brought. The day after this 
judgment owas rendered a high legal 
authority made the assertion that the life 
insurance association’s refusal to pay Mrs. 
Maybrick the $10,000 insurance on her 
husband’s life, on the ground that his 
death was caused by her, would enable the 
convicted woman to bring out-in acivil ac- 
tion the facts traversed in the murder trial, 
since she could compel the insurance com- 
pany to prove that she murdered her hus- 
band. This high legal authority was said to 
have based his opinion on the fact that ac- 
corning to English lawa convition is not 
proof between other parties but only be- 
tween the prosecution and the prisoner. 


HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The trialof Mrs. Maybrick occurred in Liv- 
erpool in August, 1889, and it will be remem- 
bered that she was convicted of murder and 
sentenced to be hanged.

TURNED THE SWITCH. 


A Locomotive Runs Away, But Prompt 
Action Prevents a Disaster. 


BLAIRSTOWN, N. J., Nov. 2.—An engine 
called the Jobn I, Blair, after the railroad 
king of that name, ran away from this place 
yesterday. Its tender was struck by a freigh 
train which backed off of a side track, and 


the engineer jumped off. The shock threw 
the Blair’s throttle wide open and the 
locomotive started down the track at full 
speed. A passenger train for New York, on 
the New York, Susquehanna & Western road 
was due in a short time over the route taken 
by the fiying engine and the train 
could bot be warned, as it 
had passed the last telegraph station. The op- 
erator warned allthe other operators. The 
operator at the junction of the Pennsylvania, 

Poughkeepsie & Boston road received the 
message intime to turn the switch and a 
moment later the witid engine rushed by run- 
ning on one set of wheels as it made a curve 
into the switch. Encountering a grade and 
the steam becoming exhausted the engine 
slowed down and was boarded by John Mc- 
Hale who stoppedit. The engine is twenty 
years old and had run fourteen miles in thir- 
teen minutes.

The Chilian Exile Tells the Story of Bal- 
maceda’s Downfall.

TROOPS BETRAYED THE CAUSE OF THEIR 
LEADER. 


Riot, Bloodshed and Pillage Followed the 
Victory of the Insurzents—Balmaceda, 
He Says, Was an Honest Man Who Sur- 
rendered Rather Than Cause a Further 
Loss of Life. 

New York, Noy. 2.—Senor Claudio Vicuna, 
the exiled President-elect of the Chillan Re- 
public, who arrived here a few days ago, has 


been averse to discussing the affairs of his | 


country because of the strained relations 
just now existing between the Junta and the 
United States. 


He has, however, consented to write out) 


the following statement for publication, Cov- 
ering the chiefevents of the rebellion and 
showing the reason of Balmaceda’s downfall. 
The statement is as follows: 

| **In regard to the causes which ledto the 
present war I have nothing to say. I will 
not again repeat them. They are well known 
toall. Suffice itto say that I am firmly con- 
vinced that our cause was the cause of right 
and for the benefit of the majority of the 
people of Chill. 

‘*I will tell you frankly that I never fora 
moment thought there wasa possibility that 
the Government would be defeated; no, not 
only that it would not be defeated, but I did 
not doubt that the insurgents would be so 
terribly beaten that they never would be able 
to raise their snake-like heads again.

‘*The Government had about forty thou- 
sand men distributed inthe places where it 
was believed the insurgents with their fleet 
would be most likely to attack. This was 
the mistake of the Government which later 
in the struggle it corrected by concentrating, 
by means of the ratlroads, the troops in the 
neighborhood of Valparaiso and Santiago. As 
is well Known, the flercest struggles took 
place at Placiila and Vina del Mar, both near 
Valparaiso.
